Our photo page, “This Is Bucks County” this month features 
a rather unusual barn “Hex Sign”—a shamrock. The barn, 
owned by Thomas Stinson of Bedminster and painted by Tom 
Livezey of Dansboro is visible for miles and spreads a little Irish 
influence in the normally Pennsylvania Dutch landscape. 

Have you heard the legendary story of the Irish and the Penn- 
sylvania Dutch at Valley Forge? 

During that cold winter when General Washington’s armies 
were camped at Valley Forge the Pennsylvania Dutch and Irish 
troops passed the time by fighting among themselves. The Irish 
would chant, “Hooray for the Irish the’re not very much, but 
the’re a darn sight better than the Pennsylvania Dutch”. And as 
the story goes, it was during one of these fights that an Irishman 
put a shamrock on a Dutchman’s Hex Sign to bring the Irish 
luck.

Some 280 years ago on 
March 4, 1681, Chief Justice 
North of the Committee of 
Lords and Trade’s Plantations 
drew up a royal Charter at 
Westminster, by order of his 
Maiesty Charles II, making 
William Penn the sole Proprie- 
tor of the “Province of Pennsil- 
vania.” The Charter also grant- 
ed “unto the said William Penn, 
his heirs and assigns, free and 
absolute power to divide the 
said country and islands into 
towns, hundreds, and coun- 
ties.” 

Two years later, on March 
10, 1683, the Assembly meet- 
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Se 


ing in Philadelphia ordered that 
“there shall be a county seal in 
every county of this Province,” 
and the Executive Council des- 
ignated as the seal of Bucks 
County “The Tree and the 
Vine.” William Penn presided 
over the Council that chose 
this seal for the official em- 
blem, and it was used on pub- 
lic documents until after the 
outbreak of the Revolution. 
The original seal of Bucks 
County is about the size of a 
silver half-dollar with the es- 
cutcheon or shield of the Penn 
family as the central figure. The 
background of the shield is 
white, with a black band with

three plates on it, above which 
is a half-moon, probably the 
distinguishing mark of the Pro- 
prietor’s branch of the family. 
Over the shield is a low, broad 
tree having a rather heavy 
trunk, with many branches, re- 
sembling the apple or chestnut. 
From the base of the tree, 
winding around the shield is a 
vine, similar to the old-fashion- 
ed trumpet vine so common 
about the old houses of Bucks 
County. Within a double dot- 
ted line on the outer circle is 
the inscription: “William Penn, 
Proprietor and Govemor, 
Bucks” 

It was Charles II who gave

William Penn the right to use 
his arms on the Proprietary 
Seals, and so they came to be 
used as the basis or central 
figure of all Colonial seals. 

William Penn writing to his 
friend, Henry Savill said, “the 
woods yield us plums, grapes, 
peaches, strawberries, and 
chestnuts in abundance.” The 
tree on the seal may well sig- 
nify the chestnut, which Penn 
claims, grew abundantly in this 
area. 

In 1693, King William re- 
pealed the original enactment 
of the Assembly, but it was re- 
stored again in the same year. 
The Act of 1705 confirmed the 
law “that there shall be a county 
seal in every county of this 
Province for the use of each 
county,” so reported the Hon- 
orable Harman Yerkes of 
Doylestown at a meeting of the 
Historical Society in 1895. At 
that time Judge Yerkes exam- 
ined many of the files in the 
county offices and found that 
some of the seals on the old 
writs and documents bearing 
“The Tree and the Vine” were

The Sunday Brunch - An American Tradition 


Pennsylvania Manor, the planta- 
tion or summer home of William 
Penn was originally built in 1683 
for the founder of Pennsylvania. 
Reconstructed in 1938 by the 
Pennsylvania Historical Commis- 
sion, it is furnished in period 
furniture and costume. Pennsbury 
is open daily to the public and is 
located in Bucks County, about 
30 miles northeast of Philadelphia. 

In 1771, the legislature of 
Pennsylvania declared the Sus- 
quehanna River and its tributar- 
ies a public highway. 
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Hearty, party foods make up the menu for this after- 
Church brunch. Chilled melon, with wedges of lemon or lime, 
and a choice of cereals will get the meal underway. A hot loaf of 
cinnamon-orange bread, and baked eggs in corned beef hash 
will satistfy even the hungriest guest. These appetite satisfiers 
can be prepared the night before, and timed to come out of the 
oven as guests arrive. 

Cinnamon-Orange Loaf 
14 cup soft butter or margarine 
¥ cup light brown sugar, firmly packed 
4 cup granulated sugar 
1% teaspoon cinnamon 
1 tablespoon orange juice 
2 teaspoons grated orange rind 
1 (1-pound) loaf sliced enriched bread 


Combine butter, brown sugar, granulated sugar, cinnamon, 
orange juice and rind. To make: Assemble the loaf by stacking 
each slice of bread as you spread it with about 2 teaspoons of the 
sugar mixture. Hold the stack firmly and, with a sharp knife, 
trim away the crusts. Turn loaf on its side and set in a greased 
shallow pan. Loosely tie a string, lengthwise, around the stack. 
Spread remaining sugar mixture over the top. Slice, lengthwise, 
cutting completely through center of loaf. Gently pull top of 
loaf apart in several places. Bake in a hot oven (400° F.) for 
10 minutes. 

Yield: 15 servings 


Baked Eggs in Corned Beef Hash 

1 quart or 2 (1-pound) cans corned beef hash 

1 pint (14-inch) soft bread cubes 

34 cups milk 

2, tablespoons finely chopped onion 

6 eggs 

2 tablespoons light cream 

Combine corned beef hash, soft bread cubes, milk and 

onion. Press mixture into a greased 11/ quart baking dish. Make 
6 square indentations in hash for eggs. Bake in a moderate 
oven (375° F.) for 15 minutes. Remove from oven and break 
one egg into each indentation. Pour 1 teaspoon cream over each 
egg. Return to oven for 15 to 20 minutes longer until eggs are 
set. Cut into squares and serve immediately. 
Yield: 6 servings

Ambulatory residents need different facilities 
when they become bedridden. Others enter homes only when 
they become seriously and chronically ill. 

The chronically ill do not require full hospital facilities. 
They do need comprehensive medical care in a nursing home 
setting. And today’s residential homes are not readily con- 
vertible for caring for the bedridden. 

So my good friends, the Bucks County Commissioners, 
please don’t hesitate and quibble any longer. Let’s get the 
proposed new addition to Neshaminy Manor Home.
